With many cities and towns con­ 
fronted by the problem of children 
roller skating 
on sidewalks anti 
streets 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Motor 
federation. A. A. 
A, today took 
steps to safeguard the youngsters. 
Through 
its 
eighty-one local 
clubs the federation is suggesting 
that municipal officials minimize 
the hazards of the roller skating 
fad by prohibiting skating in heavy 
traffic zones. 
Several cities have 
put this into effect and one has 
regulations under which police not 
only warn youngsters against skat­ 
ing in restricted areas, but con­ 
fiscate the skates of those failing to 
obey. The skates are taken to po­ 
lice headquarters and not returned 
until the part nts, accompanied by 
the 
youthful 
violators, 
call 
for 
them. This plan, according to the 
P. M. F„ Is working well, for it gives 
the police opportunity to point out 
the dangers both to children and 
parents. 
Exercise Care 
“Boys and girls at play on the 
public streets are not looked upon j 
as trespassers by the law," S. Ed- i 
ward Gable, president of the fed­ 
eration, explained. 
“The child, of 
course, is required to exercise some j 
degree of care for his own safety, 
but the law in Pennsylvania re- I 
quires the motorist to exercise far 
greater care with reference to chil- 1 
dren than to adults. The fact that | 
children may be roller .skating or 
otherwise playing on what may be 
construed as the motorist’s right of j 
way does not relieve a driver from 
exercising extreme care. Aside from 
the legal liability a moral respon- j 
sibllity rests upon motorists to pro- 
| tect the lives of children of tender 
I years and this care must be m- 
j creased in proportion to the indis- 
j ereturns and 
helplessness of 
the 
j child.” 
High Court Ruling 
Mr. Gable cited a ruling of the 
state supreme court in 1927 in the 
case of an eight-year-old boy who 
was seriously injured when struck 
by an automobile in 
front of a 
school building. In deciding against 
the motorist the court said: 
“Ile was approaching a place 
where school children could lie 
seen on the streets, 
lie may not 
have known a school was located 
in this particular plate, but the 
presence 
of 
children 
in 
large 
numbers in his im mediate way 
should have caused him lo ex ­ 
ercise the degree of care their 
presenee required. 
Children are 
capricious; 
they act heedlessly 
without 
giving 
the 
slightest 
warning 
of 
their 
intentions. 
They dart here and there with 
the exuberance of youth. No law

Overhead Doors 
Included in the improvements will 
be the installation of two overhead 
doors, electrically operated, for the 
front of the engine house; raising 
the concrete floor in the engine 
house annex to the level of that in 
the main structure and the annex 
present posts and partitions between 
the main structure anad the annex 
and changing the stairway to the 
second fUxjr. 
At a recent meeting of council. 
Luther I. Sachs was awarded the 
general contract for the improve­ 
ments. Joseph Smith was given the 
contract for the electrical work and 
A. B. Plank, the plumbing. 
Only 
taxpayers in the borough will be 
I employed on the job. 
The work is expected to be coin- 
j plated in about a month. 
Parking Restrictions 
Work on the lockup, in the rear 
I of the* fire engine house, begun sev­ 
eral weeks ago, is expected to be fin­

lockup will have four cells and a 
corridor. 
While the fire company’s appa­
